CORRESPON DENCE. 
To the Editor of the BULLETIN, 


Sir,—I have read your recent article upon 
the “Single Tax” with much intercst, and 
though it is. perhaps, the best argument I have 
yet seen against its adoption, I think that some- 
thing may still be said on the other side of the 
question. The BULLETIN asserts that “Wealth 
is labor stored in such form as to be available 
in exchange for other labor,” and then in an- 
other place refers to land as a ‘“‘form of 
wealth.” 

Now, Sir, you will probably admit that no 
wealth can be produced without labor; but 
land is not, and cannot, possibly, be produced 
by labor. The entire human race can never 
create or produce a simple atom of land. Wealth 
is not only past labor stored in a form conveni- 
ent for exchange, or the satisfaction of need or 
desire. It is the result of the expenditure of 
productive labor upon lands or upon materials 
obtained from it, the land being as indispensa- 
bly necessary for the production of any conceiv- 
able form of wealth as is labor itself. Again, 
you say that “land has no other value than that 
given by the hand of man.” If this is the case, 
and the value of land depends on improvements 
alone, the question may be asked,—If the great- 
est city in the world (where, of course, the 
greatest amount of improvements on land exists) 
should suddenly become uninhabitable, what 
value would the enormous improvements there 
give to the land? As a matter of fact the 
value of land is not given to it by the hand of 
man, It is due to the presence of a population 
which must be supported by the use of land. 
Where population exists land has a value. This 
value may not be so great as that which figures 
on the blackboard of the real estate agent, but 
it is an actual value, nevertheless. It may be 
said that if land in itself has value it must be a 
‘form of wealth” ; but value should not be con- 
fused with wealth. For example, a promissory 
note, or a bankbill, has value, but the destruc- 
tion of a bankbill, promissory note, or other 
evidence of debt, is no loss to the whole commu- 
nity at all, for what one man loses another 
would gain. Neither is value the same thing 
as utility, for nothing, however, useful is of 
value, unless some person is willing to exchange 
labor, or the produet of labor for it. The actual 
value of land may be measured by the degree of 
its superiority in point of location, convenience, 
(when not superior in capacity or ¢ uality) over 
that of any land which may be a, for nothing. 
lhis value is created by the community as a 
whole, not by the labor of any one individual 
and attaches to the land irrespective of the pre- 
sence or absence of improvements upon it. The 
proposition to tax land values, without regard 
to Mnprovements, is, therefore, neither unjust 
nor suicidal, and so far from being based on en- 
tirely false premises rests upon grounds which 
cannot be disproved. It will not discourage 
the cultivation of land, becanse all branches of 
agriculture and all other industries are simply 
that form of co-operation, that a subdivision of 
labor, employed upon laid aud upon materials 
derived from it, which constitutes civilization 
itself, ‘The only true encouragement that can 
he given to the use of that which is necessary 
to the existence of every human being is to 
make labor free to use any land not already in 
use, ‘This, at present, is not done, and it will 
never be done by any improvement in the pre- 
sent system of taxation. Nothing can be more 
natural, move just or equitable than that land 
Values, created by society as a whole, should be 
nuale the subject of all taxation. What can be 
more reasonable than that the value of land, 
which, according to Henry George, arises only 
as the need of some public or common revenue 
begins to be felt, which increases as pe

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LOOKING BACK TO EGYPT, 
The following letter has appeared in the 
Burk’s Falls Arrow and Algoma Advocate, and 


will no doubt appear in every paper in the 
Parry Sound and Algoma districts of Ontario in 
the attempt to keep from going to a better 
country the people of those districts: 
Edmonton, May 4th, 1892. 
Dear WIFE AND CHILDREN.—It has been ver 
co.d here and has snowed every day this wee 
past. The snowplough had to come here from 
Calgary, on Thursday, as the road was blocked 
with snow; the thermometer went down to 22°. 
I have sold everything but Jess, Lill, the buggy 
and safe. Iam trying for a cheap rate to Cal- 
gary, if Ido not get it we will start to-morrow 
and drive there. The land here is good, but the 
climate is bad and we do not like it. It would 
not have been so bad if we had not been fooled 
so with Peaace and Irwin, the land they chose 
for us was all scrub and sand plains. there was 
some eight or ten that took land on the edge of 
it, but are not very well satisfied, and that is 
some 20 miles from here, east. Irwin has got 
his land north of the river, it seems some better, 
but is principally settled by Roman Catholics. I 
could not settle down here. The most of our 
people that came with us hie taken farms on 
shares, or rented. ‘There are a lot of us in town 
yet, some have lost horses and others cows ; 
the cattle Jook bad. The ground is frozen 
solid and no growth as yet. I saw a nice mare 
sold pert for $26 ; anyone who had money 
could do well by buying from the new comers 
here, for we have to pay $5 per week for board 
and that is not half as good as I get at home, 
and 35e to 50c per meal. I will see more hefore 
I go back ; do not write until you hear from us 
again, 
Yours truly, 
JOHN Pacer, 
To say that the writer of the above is a liar 
is to do but slight credit to the great and versatile 
talent for prevarication in all its forms which 
this letter displays. Mr. Paget tells whole lies, 
half truths which are more damaging than lies, 
and whole truths in order to give the lies credit. 
When Mr, Paget says it was very cold here for 
the week ending May 4th he tells the truth. 
The thermometer did register 13 degrees of 
frost, something unheard of, of course, in north- 
ern Ontario, and such tropical climes, at th: t 
season of the year. When he, it snowed 
every day for the week preceding May 4th, he 
simply lied straight. On one morning there 
was enough snow to whiten the ground and that 
was all, Something again which he had never 
seen in the banana geoves around lake Nipis 
sing. The road was blocked with snow about 
130 miles south of Edmonton, and the snow 
plow, that opened the blockade there, did come 
through to Edmonton, but it came to take out 
empty cars, not to buck snow. This introdue- 
tion of the snow plough shows true genius, It 
is just as though a man living in Toronto should 
complain of the depth of snow there, when there 
was none, because the trains were blocked at 
lake Nipissing ; something that occurs not in- 
frequently, Mr, Paget says the land is goo, 
He told the truth that time, But the climate 
is bad. How did he know that the climate was 
bad* He did not stay long enough to find out, 
It would not have been se bad had they not 
been so fooled by Pewce and lrwin. “The land 
they chose for us was all scrub and sand plais s, 
How did Messrs. Pearceand Irwin fool Mrs. Paget? 
Mf the land they chose did not have en mgh 
granite rock on it to suit the fastidious taste « f 
Mr, Paget, the whole of the rest of the count: y 
Was just as free to him as to any other British 
subject, or alien either, for that matter. But 
Mr. Paget did not look over the country lo thd 


out whether he could tind a location to seit him 


at 


or not. He did not wait to find out whether 
the climate was good or not. He came deter- 
mined not to be suited, and he went away in a 
hurry for fear he would be, and wrote the letter 
quoted partly to show his literary ability and 
partly to prove to himself that he was right. His 
statement that on the 4th of May theground was 
frozen solid yet is probably the most unadulter- 
ated falsehood in the lot. At that time nearly 
all the wheat seeding was finished and plowing 
had been going on all over the district for weeks. 
Indeed some of the members of the colony had 
already a consice abl. area of wheat in 

The Bunietin has frequently pointed out 
that one great reason for the exodus of Canadi- 
ans to the United States,instead of their coming 
to the Northwest, was the attempts of the local 
magnates, merchants, professional men, money 
lenders, politicians and newspapers to keep the 
people at home by decrying the Northwest, 
while at the same time paid agents of United 
States railway and land companies were active- 
ly working amongst them, painting the barren 
deserts of Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas in 
glowing colors. Far be it from this paper to 
misrepresent the advantages of even our own 
country, but when we can offer to the emigrat- 
ing population of our country a more inviting 
field than can be found in any part of the United 
States, it seems hard to have such falsehocds as 
those contained in Mr. Paget’s letter—for which 
he very likely has been well paid by some Unit- 
ed States railway company—scattered broadcast 
by local newspapers all over Kastern Canada— 
papers who are not above taking so much a line 
from the same source for doing this sa.ne dirty 
work.

AN ENERGETIC MISSIONARY. 


Rev. J. Gough Brick, of Shaftsbury, 
Church of England mission, on Peace river, 
who is in town, has given the Bur.rri 
an account of his experiences in the mani- 
fold duties and responsibilities that devolve 
upon him in his work as an Indian mis- 
sionary, and incidentally as a pioneer of 
civilization as well. Mr. Brick went to 
Peace. river first in 1882, sent by the 
church missionary society, and spent five 
years at Dunvegan, the principal H. 3B, post 
on Peace river, and where the Indians most 
congregate. He had not lived long in 
Peace river before he became convinced 
that it was necessary to preach the gospel of 
work and bread to the Ind ans as well as the 
gospel of grace. Therefore in 1885, he 
commenced the cultivation of a farm at 
Old Wives lakes, on the upland: in rear of 
Fort Dunvegan. At Dunvegan, on the 
low flat of the river, raising crop has 
heen a perfect success for the past. forty 
years, and he was anxious to try if the 
moire inviting upland would do as. well. 
The first crop grown at Old Wives lakes 
was moderately good. In 1886 the crop 
was splendid, neouraged by the results 
of these two years, and yet warned by 
them that the upland was not as certain 
for crop raising as the river flat, Mr. Brick 
projected his present mission on the flat on 
the north side of the river, about. fifteen 
miles above the crossing of the Peace on 
the trail from Slave lake to Dunvegan, 
arid about 50 miles below the latter place. 
A strip of level land extends along the 
river here for ten or fifteen miles, with 
more or less interruptions, and behind the 
bank of the river valley rises 2,000 feet to 
the level of the prairie above, To raise 
funds with which to go to work, Mr. Brick 
left Peace river in the spring of 1887) and 
spent the following yoar and a half in On- 
tario, raising money for his mission, and 
was snecessful in raising about $5,000, 
With this he purchased a complete. farm- 
ing outtit, ineludinge horses, cattle, poultry, 
a flour mill to run by horse power, a thresh- 
ing machine, a reaping machine, mowing 
machine, wagons, ete, and returned to 
Peace river in the fall of "Ds, vetting all 
his stock and most of his machinery 
through the same fall, and the remainder 
next spring, During the season of 1887 
and IS88 Mr. Brick’s sons put in erop at 
Old Wives lakes and in both Years there 
was a total failure from frost. The winte: 
of 1888-9 was very mild with little snow, 
which was of great advantage to the mis- 
sionary as buildings to winter in had to be 
erected, and there was no one living there 
to ussist. The season of 1889 was very 
dry, only two slight showers falling all 
Sedan, The land had to he broken fou
